1 . Claims 1-17 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
a system and a method for use in detecting deception of a person, the method 
comprising providing a slope threshold representative of a demarcation between 
change of blood flow rate over time for a deceptive person and change of blood flow 
rate over time for a non-deceptive person, and comparing the slope representative of 
change of blood flow rate over time to the slope threshold to determine whether the 
person is deceptive or non-deceptive, in combination with the remaining limitations of 
claims 1-17. 

2. Claims 1 8-23 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
a polygraph method comprising providing a slope threshold representative of a 
demarcation between change of blood flow rate over time for a deceptive person and 
change of blood flow rate over time for a non-deceptive person, and comparing the 
slope representative of change of blood flow rate for the person over time to the slope 
threshold to classify the person's elicited response as deceptive or non-deceptive, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of claims 18-23. 

3. Claims 24-31 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
a method and a system for use in determining a physiological state of a person, the 
method and the system comprising providing a slope threshold representative of a 
demarcation between change of blood flow rate over time for a first physiological state 
of a person and change of blood flow rate over time for a second physiological state, 
and comparing the slope representative of change of blood flow rate over time to the

slope threshold to determine whether the person is in the first or in the second 
physiological state, in combination with the remaining limitations of claims 24-31 .
